Assessor Rorison was sworn 
in by Mayor Bogue and examined by 
Mr. Mackenzie. The Townsite Trustees 
appealed against the assessment on the 
ground of excessive valuation. Mr. 
Mackenzie appeared on their behalf 
The appeal was dismissed on all the 
lots mentioned in Schedule *' A ” of the 
appeal on the ground that the lots 
mentioned therein had been assessed 
on an equitable basis with the lots 
owned by other parties in the same 
locality. 

On the adjournment of the Council 
on Monday evening, the Court of Re- 
vision was again resumed, when the 
following appeals were taken up and 
dealt with :— 

Thoe. L. Withrow appealed on the 
ground of being too highly assessed. 
The appeal was dismissed and the 
assessment confirmed. 

Minnie Kern claimed to be assessed 
$75.00 above actual value, as did also 
Mr. J. H. Kern. In each case the 
assessinent was confirmed. 

Fred C. Wenzel appealed on the 


ground of assessment above actual 


value. The assessment was reduced 
$100 00 on house.

WAR HORSES OF NAPOLEON AND 
DUKE OF WELLINGTON. 


—_—» 
Interesting Stories About Marengo, Coppen 
hagen and Other Netable Equines Whe 
Bere Distinguished Generals in Battie. 


The most celebrated war horse of the 
present century is unquestionably Na- 
Poleon’s Marengo an Arab of good size 
and style, and almost white. He rode 
him in the iast battle of Mount St. 
Jean where Marengo received his sev- 
enth wound. The steed died at the age 
of 36. Another favourite war horse was 
named Maria, and was used by the Em- 
peror in many of his hundred: battles, 
Her skeleton is now to be seen in the 
ancient castle of Ivenach, on the Rhine. 
Of the other 60 to 70 horses owned by 
Napoleon and used im battle, perhaps 
the most famous were Ali, Austerlitz, 
Styrie and Jaffa. He had nineteen 
chargers killed under him. 

AIS BATTLE CHARGER. 

The Hon. Francis Lawley, of Landon, 
possessed the picture of a white Arab 
stallion, the history of which is well 
known with the inscription in French, 
“Ali, battle charger of Napoleon.” He 
was captured from the Mamalukes and 
presented to the great captain. Om his 
downfall a French gentleman purchas- 
ed Jaffa and Marengo and conveyed 
them to his estate in England. The 
tombstone of the former is to be seen 
in Glassenbury, in Kent, witb this in- 
scription, “Under this stone lies Jaffa, 
th e celebrated charger of Napoleon.” 
The iast trumpet call sounded for Mar- 
engo in September, 1829, just as he had 
completed 36 years. Another souvenir 
of the famous steed is one of the hoofs 
made into a snuffbox, which makes its 
daily round after dinner at the Queen’s 
Guard, in St. James’ palace, London. On 
the silver lid is the legend: “Hoof of 
Marengo, barb charger of Napoleon, rid- 
den by him at Marengo, Austerlitz, 
Jena Wagram, in the Russian cam- 
paign, and at Water!oo,” and round the 
siiver shoe the legent continues: ‘‘ Mar- 
engo was wounded im the rear hip at 
Waterloo, when his great master was 
on him in the hollow road in advance of 
the French position. He had been fre- 
quently wounded before in other bat- 
tles.”” Constant, the Emperor's valet, 
says: “He had a most ungraceful seat,’ 
and Hugo’s old soldier, in answer to the 
question how the great Corsican rode, 
replies. “Badly, He did not know? how 
to fall off. and so he never fell off.” 


HISTROY OF COPENHAGEN. 


At 4 o’clock on the morning of the 
day that Wellington defeated Napo- 
leon, he mounted his celebrated charger 
Copenhagen and remained in the saddle 
for e'ghteen hours! Copenhagen was a 

werful chestnut, a grandson of Ec- 
ipse, the famous English race horse, 
and cost the iuke in 1818 400 guineas. 
When the battle of Waterloo was won, 
June 18, 1815, and We lington had his 
historic interview with Blucher, the 
Duke dismounted about 10 o’clock. 
As Copenhagen was led away by the 
groom he piayfully threw out his heels 
as a “good night” salutation to his vic- 
torious master. The field marshal’s 
last act before leaving Strathfield Saye 
on a brief absence, a few days before 
Copenhagen’s death was to wa'k out 
to the paddock to pat his Waterloo 
charger and give him chocoiate creams 
or other simitar dainties, of which he 
was inordinately fond. 

The second Duke of Wellington, who 
died 1884, erected two monuments on 
the grounds of Strathfield Saye, that 
fine estate presented to the “Iron 
Duke” by the British Government for 
a day’s work at Water'oo. One of 
these, a superb marble column, is to the 
memory of his ilustrious father, the 
other to that of Copenhagen.

THE KING OF SIAM. 


Bow He Will Visit Enginnd and How the 
Quecn Will Entertain Mim. 

The King of Siam, His Majesty Chu!s- 
longkorn I, intends visiting Fngland 
during the coming summer—not, as has 
been stated, in connection with the re- 
cord reign celebration, for which he 
will hardly be in time, but for an ex- 
tended stay. 

The King will make the voyage in 
his yacht, the Maha-Chakri, a vessel of 
2500 tons, constructed for him at Leith 
by Messrs. Ramage & Ferguson, near'y 
four years ago. ‘This handsome ant 
commodious vessel carries six 4.7-ineh 
guns, and about a dozen small quick-fir- 
ing guns. She will be commmanded and 
navigated by two English naval off!- 
cers—Capt. Cumming and Lieut. Sacn- 
ders—who have been lent by the Ad- 
miralty for the purpose. The services 


of Lieut. Walsh, late R. N., have also 
been seoured for the trip.

In our experience we have found that 
we can make our hogs thrive much bet- 
ter and iay on flesh more rapidly by 
fecding » continuous combination of 
foods thnt they relish, than by feed- 
ing corn one week and grass the next, 
followed by mill feed for a period of 
another week, writes John M. Jamis- 
on The farmer never begrudges his 
bogs the grass and corn they eat, but 
when it comes to the by-products that 
he must buy, then there is a holding 
back and acilaim that they cost too 
much, yet al] are willing to admit that 
a “little slop goes a long ways with! a 
hog.” We have not weighed the food 
and the animals to know just how much 
we get out of bought food, but have 
accepted results obtained at many ex- 
periment stations, as a safe guide to go 
by. If they can get a profit by feed- 
ing in close pens on stated rations, we 
argue that the farmer, with his oppor- 
tunities, should do much better. If all 
the facts that they have produced show 
that a variety ration gives better re- 
turns than a single one, and that there 
je money in the mixing, why should we 
ignore the opportunity to turn an hon- 
est penny? The mii] feed purchased us- 
ua ly goes to the pigs in the shape of 
sop. Sometimes when the pigs are not 
thriving a small quantity of bran or 
middlings are bought and slop fed for a 
tune and the pigs at once show added 
thrift. Shortly, the food supply for slop 
fais; the farmer argues that the pigs 
éo not longer need slop, and that he has 
not time to bother with it, anyway.

Now we have four 
sows that have thirty-one pigs five and 
fx weeks old; the other three litters 
of egbt each, are six weeks old. We 
are feeding them and have been for 
some time, one-half bushel of bran and 
maddiings twice each day. Fach sow 
go's from seven to eight pounds of this 
per day. The pis feeder said our plan 
cf mixing the food took too much of it; 
that he preferred to give a thin slop

SPRAYING FOR FRUIT. 


At the present time a revolution is 
going on in regard to fruit growing, 
caused by the knowledge that spray- 
ing with poisonous washes is equival- 
ent to the preservation of the crop of 
fruit. It bas taken some little time for 
the public to become reconciled to the 
use of poisons, but so many persons had 
| been accustomed tosee its use on pota- 
| toes, that its use on trees was less hard 
jto bring about. The French were the 
first to use poisons to preserve their 
fruit. Fungus and insects had nearly 
destroyed their grapes, a fruit of great 
interest to them, winemaking being one 
jof their leading industries. Experi- 
ments led them to the use of copper 
suiphate, the chief ingredient in what 
16 now known as Bordeaux mixture and 
the results were eminently satisfactory. 
From that time to this the fame of this 
mixture has been steadily growing. In 
our own country a!l progressive fruit 
growers now use it. Whatever crops 
formerly suffered from the attacks of 
fungi are now assured when the trees 
|@re properiy sprayed. The fruit grow- 
er who is satisfied to let his trees take 
their chances in the old way will be 
|badly beaten by the neighbor who 
|Spreys hie orchard. Although fruit 
trees suffer much from mildews which 
eee mixture prevents, it is the grape 
| which has been the most benefited. Tons 
land tons of fine fruit are now sent to 
market in perfect condition which, had 
not spraying been done, wou'id have

| ways of making the Bordeaux mixtura,

the season. Treated as above, the crop 
\will be pretty safe. 

When crops are in danger from in- 
‘sects, as appie, plum and cherry always 
are, Paris green must be used. This can 
|be appiied either alone or with the Bor- 
|deaux mixture, where blights are fear- 
ed as weil as insects. About a pound 
of it to 150 gallons of water is enough. 
| And it should be used in about the same 
way as recommended for Bordeaux mix- 
ture. Pium, apple and cherry cropsare 
Safe when this is : When used 
with the Bordeaux mixture, the Paris 
green may be added to the mixture 
just as though it were pure water, viz: 
a pound of it to every 150 gailons of 
_the mixture. It has developed curious- 
‘ly enough that when trees are sprayed 
the foliage {s more vigorous and the 
trees themselves grow better than 
hen t®y trees which have not been 
|Sprayed. Somehow the poisonous spray- 
ings stimulate the growth. The spray- 
|ing of orchards has now become so uni- 
| versal that all sorts of sprayers are re- 
quired from the common greenhouse 
‘syringe, which the amateur uses for 
| his few smal treea,to the large engines 
,drawn through the orchards by horses. 
|The tusiness is so large that manufaoc- 
turers and large eeed houses now ad- 
vertise the various sprayers, so that it 
is not diffioult to get just the sort want- 
,ed.—Joseph Meehan, Pennsylvania.

When the wa- 
ter boils ealt it, and do not put in the 
macaroni until it boils violently. The 
time needed to cook it will depend on 
its fresbneas. If imported or stale 
such as we get in this country three- 
quarters of an hour will be needed. 
Keep it boiling well, and atir from 
time to time. When it seems oeoft, 
pour in a email jugful of cold water, 
and let it stand on the stove until 
it begins to boil again—this swells and 
whitens the macaroni—then drain in 
a colander. This ie the first step to 
all the following recipes. 

Bologna Macaroni.—Chop bits of cold 
usually cooked witb macaroni, but as 
some of the family may dislike it, it 
is just as well to have the cheese grat- 
ed and served in a separate plate, that 
each may help himself according to 
taste. Parmesan aheese is the best, 
but any bard cheese that will grate 
well may be used. Around Milan a 
kind of cheese called sbrinz is general- 
ly used. In regard to the quantity, 
it depends on whether macaroni ww & 
favorite disb in the family. For four 
persons a pound is enough. 

Bologna i Macaroné.Chop bite of cold 
meat small, and have ready one onion 
and a thick slice of fat pork or bacon 
(about one quarter as much as the 
quantity of meat) also chopped small. 
Spread out the bacon in @ frying pan, 
and put in the onion. When it is @ 
rich yellow etrain off the onion, put 
the chopped meat in the fat, season 
with pepper and salt, and add a ladle- 
ful of stock or weak gravy. If it cooks 
dry add more broth, as it ehould be 
quite liquid. Have the macaroni boil- 
ed as above and drained, lay in a deep 
dish, and pour the meat over it. This 
is excellent made from the remains 
of braised beef. It may also be made 
from raw meat, only in that case, after 
browning the meat in the fat, add 
cold water instead of broth. It will 
also take longer to prepare, as the 
meat must be well cooked.

TRIUMPHS IN SURGERY. 


Cleansing of the wound itself was al- 
most a surgical heresy a few years ago.

The Prospectors’ Hardships. 
“There is no more arduous life than 

that of the prospector,” says a writer 
in a western exchange. “ The pioneers 
of the mountain districts have to put 
up with hardships, push through diffi. 
culties and accomplish things thatseem 
incredible to a prairie resident, simply 
because he is never called on to face 
such hardehips,. On the prairie loco- 
motion is easy and cheap, and if the 
traveller hasn’t a horse it doesn’t hurt 
him to walk a few miles. In the 
mountains horses are dear and the 
country so rongh that foot travelling 
is the only way of getting about. The 
prospector has not merely to travel on 
foot ; he has to carry his blanket, gun, 
grub, axe, pick, powder, tent, etc., on 
his back—a load of 40 to 75 Ibs.—and 
with this climb miles of trackless 
mountains, over dangerous rocks and 
through roaring streams. 

“It is work that can only be pro- 
perly understood after a man has pass 
ed through it, and the writerj having 
had a taste of it will always hold that 
the prospector is entitled to all he can 
get. The prospector should have the 
fullest possible benefits of legislation 
and his interests should be safegu»rded 
even more securely than those of the 
sharebuyer, the bonder, and the capi 
talist. The prospector should get the 
best end of it every time. If he makes 
a fortune he has innine cases out of 
ten justly earned it.

The Chicago Railway Review gives 
adramatic account of an engineering 
feat accomplished on the water works 
in process of construction for San 
Francisco, forty-three miles east of the 
city.

inasmuch as the Celestial Empre has 
fately come into the European money 
market as a borrower of considerable 
sums, and as it is understood to con- 
template building several long lines 
of railway, we are interested in learn- 
ing something definite regarding the 
extent and elasticity of its fiscal re- 
sources. Some welcome information 
on ths subject is furnished by Mr. 
Jamison, the British Consul at Shan- 
ghai, in a report on the eubject, which 
has been published as a Parliamentary 
paper. The difficulty of obtaining data 
will be obvious when we say that the 
central Government publishes no sta- 
tistics or returns of any sort, except 
those of the foreign maritime customs. 
Budgets are unknown, and the finances 
of the central and provincial Govern- 
ments are inextricably interwoven. 
The investigator, consequently, has to 
wade through the provincial financial 
accaunts, which are published in the 
the Pekin Gazette, and it is only by 
extending the inquiry over a wide area 
that it is possible to gain a fairly ac- 
curate idea of the extent of the re- 
sources of each province, and of the 
manner in which its revenues are dis- 


posed of, 


Mr. Jamison points out that the dif- 
ficulty of the problem arises from 4 
fact, imperfectly munderstood in for- 
eign countries, that for purposes of re- 
venue, as, indeed, for other purposes, 
China must be regarded, not as a high- 
ly organized and intensely centra- 
Mzed State like the Japan of the pres 
ent day, but as an agglomeration of 
many  quasi-independent ‘provincial 
Governments. Excepting the revenue 
derived from the foreign maritime ous- 
toms and a few of the old native cus- 
tom houses, no part of the national in- 
cume is collected directly by the agents 
of the imperial Government. All the 
collectors of revenue, with the excep- 
tions noted, are agents of the provincial 
Governments, and responsible in the 
first instance to them. The money col- 
lected ts first paid into one of the pro- 
vincial treasuries, of which there are 
several in each province, and there- 
after is remitted, according to the ap- 
portionment of the year, ‘partly to 
Pekin, partly for local government 
needs, and partly, if there is any sur- 
plus, in aids to other less wealthy pro- 
vinces. It appears that the remit- 
tances to the capital are forwarded, 
as a rule, with reasonable punctuality, 
but, although the system works well 
endugh in times of peace and plenty, 
it is liable to break down in times of 
stress, and then special requisitions are 
made on the provinces which can best 
afford them When demands from 
Perkin become more imperative, the 
local authorities have to increase their 
exactions, which almost invariably take 
the form of an extra duty on salt or 
merchandise. ' 


Passing to figures we learn that in 
the year 1893 the total returns from 
the imperial maritime customa were 
21,989,300 taels, the expense of collec- 
tion by fhe foreign staff and the Chin- 
ese superintendents being 10 per cent. 
of the whole. Mr. Jamieson estimates 
that the land tax yields on an average 
25,088,000 taels per annum, and the 
grain tax 6,562,000 taels; the difference 
between this latter amount and that 
actually received by the Pekin Govern- 
ment, (5,040,000 taels) being due in great 
part to sheer waste. The salt tax pro- 
duces, it is computed, 13,659,000 taels, 
and the likin, or tax on merchandise, 
12,952,000, Adding to these the amount 
received from the native customs, the 
duty and likin on native opium, and the 
income from miscellaneous resources, 
Mr. Jamieson arrives at a total rev- 
enue of &8,979,000 taels, or about $74,- 
000,000. In the likin the local officials 
find a tonvenient instrument for 
squeezing,” and promises have been 
(repeatedly made by the Pekin author- 
ities, that, when peace should be re- 
stored, and the finances of the country 
should recover their pristine equilibri- 
um. the likin should be abolished. The 
conditions precedent to such an abol- 
ition, however, are not yet forthcom- 
ing. 

It should be further noted that when 
the Chinese Government decided upon 
continuing the short line of railway 
constructed between the Kaiping col- 
leries and Tientsin a requisition was 
made, first, on the four northern pro- 
Vinees, and subsequently, on sixteen out 
of the eighteen provinces, to forward 
the sum of 50,000 taels each per annum 
as a railway fund. This would have 
amounted to 800,000 taels. or about 
$666,500, per annum, had each province 
responded. So far as the printed re- 
ports show, at least ten of the pro 
vinees have annually remitted the eum 
required. Presumably, this money con- 
stitutes the fund from which is to be 
built the line between Tientsin and the 
capital, as well as the projected exten- 
eion into Mrnchuria. It ought to al- 
low of Work being pushed at the rate 
of thirty or forty miles a year. The 
Jarger railway syatems, which are now 
being proposed, cannot, of course, be 
constructed with this smal) ipecial fund, 
and attempts are being made to fin- 
ance them with loans and concessions. 


On the whole Mr. Jamieson’s conclus- 
fon is that a survey of the revenue and 
expenditure of the Chinese empire sbows 
that its vast resources are only drawn 
upon at the present time toa very small 
cegree, and that their development will 
open up great possibilities for its im- 
inense population.

CRARINA'S CORONATION. 


A SINGLE STRING OF PEARLS HER 
ONLY ORNAMENT. 


Standing Befere Her Threne the Czarina 
Was a Mest Impressive Pieture—The 
Czar Lays Aside a Celenel’s Uniform and 
Bens the Rmperer’s Rebes. 


Nothing in the whole drama of the 
morning presented so impressive a pic- 
ture as did the young empress when she 
first entered the chapel and stood before 
her throne. Of all the women there she 
was the most simply robed, and of all 
the women there she was by far the 
Most beautiful. A single string of 
pearls was her only ornament, and her 
hair, which was worn like that of a 
Russian peasant girl, fell in two long 
plaits over her bare shoulders—bare 
even of a strap, of a bow, of a jewel— 
and her robe of white and silver wasas 
simple as that of a child going to her 
first communion. As she stepped upon 
the dais the color in her cheeks was 
high, and her eyes were filled with that 
shyness of melancholy which her pic- 
tures have made familiar; and in con- 
trast with the tiaras and plumes and 
necklaces of the ladies of the court sur- 
rounding her, she looked more like 
Iphigenia going to the sacrifice than the 
queen of the most powerful empire in 
the world waiting to be crowned. 

The most interesting part of the cere- 
mony to my mind, was when the czar 
changed from a bareheaded young offi- 
cer in colonel’s uniform, with his 
trousers stuck in his boots, to an em- 
peror in the most magnificent robes an 
emperor could assume; and when the 
czarina followed him, and from the 
peasant girl became a queen, withthe 
majesty of a queen, and with the per- 
sonal beauty which the queens of our 
day seem to have lost. When the mo 
ment had arrived for the transforma- 
tion to take place, the czar's uncle, the 
Grand-Duke Vladimir, and his younger 
brother Alexander lifted the collars of 
the different orders from the czar’s 
shoulders, but in doing this the Grand- 
Duke Vladimir let one of the etars fall, 
which seemed to hold a superstitious 
interest for both of them. They then 
fastened upon his shoulders the impe- 
rial mantle of gold cloth, which is some 
fifteen feet in length, with a cape of 
ermine, and covered with the double 
eagle of Russia in black enamel and 
precious stones. Over this they placed 
the broad diamond collar of St. Andrew, 
which sank into the bed of snowy 
white fur, and lay glimmering and 
flashing as the emperor moved for- 
ward to take the imperial diadem from 
the hands of the Metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg. 

The crown was a marvellous thing, 
fashioned in two halves to typify the 
eastern and western kingdoms, formed 
entirely of white diamonds, and sur- 
mounted by a great glowing ruby, 
above which was a diamond cross. 
The czar lifted this flashing globe of 
flame and light high above him, and 
then lowered it to his head, and took 
the sceptre in his right hand and the 
globe in the left. 

From where I stood I could see their 
faces only in profile upon the throne, 
but when the czar seated himself upon 
the throne, the czarina turned and rais- 
ed her eyes questioningly; andthen in 
answer {fo some sign he made her, she 
stood up and walked tc a place in front 
of him, and sank down upon her knees 
at his feet, with her bare hands 
clasped before her. He rested his 
crown for an instant on ber brow, and 
then replacing it upon his own head, 
lowered a smaller crown of diamonds 
upon hers. Three ladies-in-waiting 
fastened it to her hair with long gold 
hair-pins, the czar watching them as 
they did so with the deepest interest; 
and then as they retired, two of the 
grand-dukes placed a mantle similar 
to the czar’s upon her shoulders, and 
hung another diamond collar upon the 
ermine of her cape, and she stepped 
back to her throne of ivory, and he 
to his throne of turquois. The _ su- 
preme moment had come and gone, 
and Nicholas II. and Alexandria Feo- 
dorovna sat crowned before the na- 
tions of the world. 

Some one made a signal through the 
open door, and the diplomats on the 
tribunes outside rose to their feet and 
the crush of moujiks below them sank 
on their knees, and the regiments of 
young peasant soldiers flung their guns 
at salute, and the bells of the churches 
carried the news over the heads of the 
kneeling thousands across the walls of 
the Kremlin to where one hundred and 
one cannon hurled it on across the 
river and up to the highest hill of Mos 
cow, where the modern messengers of 
good and evil began to tick it out to 
Odessa, to Constantinople, to Berlin, 
to Paris, to the rocky coast at Pen 
zance, where it slipped into the sea 
and hurried on under the ocean tothe 
illuminated glass face in the Cable 
Company’s tal! building on Broadway, 
and from there to Port Darien and 
Yokohama, until the world had been 
circled, and the answering congratula- 
tions came pouring into Moscow while 
the young emperor still stood under 

dome of the little chapel. 

The most interesting part of the 
ceremony that followed was the pres- 
entation of felicitations by the visiting 
princes and princesses. It was inter- 
esting because the usual position of 
things was reversed, and the royalties 
who watch with smiles the curtsies 
and bows of the bumble born who 
come to their levees and presentations 
were now forced to bow and curtsy, 
and the lowly born were the smiling 
critical spectators. 

And it was satisfactory to find that 
the royalties were quite as awkward 
over it and as emiarrassed as was 
ever any young debutante at a Buck- 
ingham Palace Drawing Room. What 
they had to do was simple’ enough. 
They had each to cross the platform 
to kiss the czar on the cheek and the 
cazrina on the hand alone, and if it 
were a woman who was presenting her 
congratulations to turn her cheek to 
the czarina to kiss in return. The 
same ceremony was required for the 
dowager empress as for the czarina. It 
does not sound difficult. but not more 
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to see, and for the brief moment in 
which each passed across the platform, 
and most =a held the centre 
of the stage, he felt that the whole of 
Europe was considering his appear- 
ance, and criticising his bow, and 
counting the number of times he kias- 
ed in return. The Duke of Connaught, 
being the czarina’s uncle, was the only 
man who kissed her; and the Prince 
of Naples, the heir to the throne of 
Italy, did not even kiss the czar, but 
gave each of them a hand timidly, and 
then backed away as though he were 
afraid they would kiss him in_ spite 
of himself. Some of the royalties, in

The 
strain became very great; it was im- 
possible to keep one’s attention fixed 
on the strange music of the choir or | 
on the unfamiliar chanting of the | 
priests, and people began to whisper to, 
one another, until at the end of the | 
ceremony almost every one was whis- | 
pering as though he were at an after- | 
noon tea. a 

It was not that there was any dis- 
respect felt, but that it had become | 
physically im 
of silence and of remaining wedged in | 
an upright position in one place, [to) 
maintain an attentive attitude of either 
mind or body. 

But the priests ceased at last, and 
the most solemn ceremony of the chris- | 
mation was reached, and the czar 
passed from sight through the jewelled 
door of the screen, while his young 
wife, who could not enter with him. 
waited, praying for him beside the pic- 
ture of the virgin. When he came 
forth again the tears were streaming 
down his cheeks and beard, and he 
bent and kissed the empress like a 
man in a dream, as though during the 
brief space in which he had stood in 
the holy of holies he haa been face to 
face with the mysteries of another 
world. 

That was the end of the ceremony of 
the coronation, and let us hope it will 
be a long time before there will be 
another one. ; 

In looking back at it now ii seems 
to me that what made it most impre> 
sive was the youth of the czar and 
czarina. There was something in the 
sweet girlishness of her manner and of 
the dauntlessness of the boy in his, 
that gave them both an inexpressible 
hold upon your interest and your sym- 
pathy. It was not as though they had 
been looking forward to this hour for 
many years, until it had lost its first 
meaning and was now the payment for 
a long period of apprenticeship, until 
it had been lived so often in anticipa- 
tion that when it came it was only 4 
form. It was not as though he had 
grown cynical and stout, and she grey- 
haired and hardened to it all; but, In- 
stead she looked like a bride upon her 
wedding day, and you, could see in his 
face, white and drawn with hours of 
prayer and fasting, and in the tears
